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Taxation’s High Toll

That government is best which 
governs least. 

This was one of the axioms of our 
sturdy Americans of earlier genera- 
tions. It’s being forgotten today. 
Americans are getting a lot more 
government than their fathers got. 
And they’re paying a lot more for 
it, too. 

How much more? A recently pub- 
Jished long-range study of govern- 
mental costs offers some interesting 
answers. It shows, for example: 


That in 1850 approximately one 
cent out of every dollar earned in 
the United States was spent on the 
upkeep of government—federal, state 
and _ Iocal. 


That by 1900 the proportion had 
risen to six cents out of every such 
dollar. 


That by 1929 government was tak- 
ing twelve cents out of the dollar. 


And finally: 


That by 1934 the toll had mounted 
to nineteen cents out of each income 
dollar. 


Nor is that the entire story. Actu- 
ally, government is spending more 
than it collects—and has been doing 
so for years. In 1934, the figures 
reveal, it spent approximately 35 
cents out of every dollar earned by 
its citizens. The difference, of 
course, helped swell public debt. 


What is the effect of this rising 
toll on the productive enterprise of 
our country? Let’s consider it. 


Money spent by government is, in 
-general, unproductive. Seldom does 
it create new opportunities for last- 
ing employment. But money spent 
in private enterprise —in building 
homes, in expanding stores, in oper- 
ating farms or factories — creates 
new wealth, new opportunities, new 
jobs. 


To divert great sums from produc- 
tive enterprises and individual pay 
envelopes into the hands of govern- 
ment spenders is, therefore, to limit 
every citizen’s opportunity not only 
to work and earn, bfit to enjoy the 
full fruits of his toil. It is a barrier 
to re-employment. 

America enjoyed its greatest ex- 
pansion when government was eco- 
nomical, and taxation small. It can- 
not recapture that swift progress So 
long as it is handicapped by a 
millstone of official extravagance 
and waste. Economy in government 
is, therefore, far more than a pop- 
ular demand. it is an essential to 
both the progress of cur nation and 
the prosperity of its people.

More to Come, Says House 
Minority Leader; Raps 
Extravagance. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The 
Roosevelt administration will 
have spent 32 billion, 675 mil- 
lion dollars by the time this 
congress adjourns, Bertrand 
Snell, representative from New 
York, told the house during the 
debate on the 803 million dollar 
tax bill. 

“This means that the New Deal 
will “aye to take $1,250 from every 
fa y in the United States,” he 
said, “And the money has been 
spent in a wasteful, extravagant 
manner,” he added. 

Ridicules Financial Progress. 

Citing the mounting deficits, Snell 
said: 

“Phree times we have been told 
in the President’s budget mes- 
sages no new taxes would be re- 
quired, and in each instance we 
have been called upon later in the 
same session to pass a new tax bill. 

“AJl this proves beyond doubt that 
the administration does not have 
the slightest semblance of a finan- 
cial program. Its nearest approach 
to a budget policy is to spend all 

‘ the money it can gather in or bor- 
row, in aS many ways as possible.” 
Carry Issue to People. 

Minority leaders decided to carry 
to the people at the November elec- 
tions the issues raised by the Presi- 
dent’s new “corporation surplus” tax 
bill. 

“It is a question to put squarely 
before the people,” Snell declared. 

“If the people decide that thrift 
in business and saving for a rainy 
day is bad policy then they can en- 
dorse the new taxes by their votes. 
I am confident that they will con- 
clude otherwise.”

The fol- 
lowing is a brief tentative summary of plans 
for next year. 

With the help of four members of the 
Stanford faculty, the course offerings and 
their improvement in presentation have been 
studied and planned. Even greater care 
will be given to planning courses so there 
will be no questions raised when it comes 
time for his transfer to the universty. 

Plans are under way to improve both the 
variety in food and also the serving. A full- 
time dining room person will be in charge, 
to supervise the hashers and the running of 
the dining rooms. 

A new shop is planned and will be built 
during the summer. The art loft and the 
shop facilities will be available to al] Junior 
College students. 

The extension of the library facilities will 
go into the dormitories. A room for study in 
each dormitory is being planned so students 
will be able to secure books for reference 
work in their residence units without going 
to the library. More use of books from the 
Stanford University library is also being ar- 
ranged for. The study table and its possi- 
bilities will be greatly improved. 

Entering Freshmen 

The present sophomores have made many 
excellent suggestions on how to assist fresh- 
men off to the “right start.” Early in the 
year freshmen will meet with faculty and 
student counselors from the sophomore class 
for advice. Freshman day, early in the fall, 
will be a real feature in 1936-1937. 

The dormitories will undergo some changes. 
The sleeping porches are to be made into 
rooms similar to those on the east end of 
Upper House. Reservations for these rooms 
are rapidly being made now. Other changes 
will be made to make these houses better 
places in which to live.
